Assistant Cashier Terry Hunsuck- 


er, who was the only official in the 
bank at the time of the holdup, said 
two men, one about five feet two, and 
the other five feet six, entered the 
bank about 12:30 and that one man 
drew a pistol from a newspaper. A. 
O. Williams, bank customer, was forc- 
ed to lie on the floor with Hunsuckcr 
while the two scooped up $7000 in cur- 
rency, passing up between $500 and 
$600 in silver. 


While the two men were on the 


floor, Mrs. B. Gatewood, of Dallas, 
entered the bank. She was unaware of 
the holdup and injuired as to why 
she could get no service, "We're rdb- 
bina the bank," one of the bandits 
told her as he ordered her to march 
into a vault with Hunsucker and Wil- 
liams. Mrs. Gatewood dropped her 
purse and fainted in the president's 
office. The bandits fled after putting 
the two men in the vault. 


They failed to throw the combina- 


tion and Hunsuckcr opened the vault 
door a few minutes after the bandits 
lied and sounded the alarm. 


The robbery Thursday was the sec- 


ond within a year 
for a DeQueen 


bank, three men having held up Hun- 
sucker last December 26, and escaped 
with $14,500, Charles Tobin, 40-year- 
old cripple, was convicted of the crime 
and sentenced to seven years in the 
penitentiary. The other two have nev- 
er been apprehended.

Hancock and Walter Vanhook at the 
home of Mullins' mother, Mrs. Jim 
Rowland three miles west of El Do- 
rado on the Magnolia highway. 


The arrests were made on descrip- 


tions furnished by the employees of 
the grocery stroe who officers say 
have identified Dickert as one of the 
pair. Neither of the men has made 
a statement, and bond .has not been 
set. Preliminary hearing will be held 
Friday morning before Judge Floyd 
E. Stein in municipal court. Dickert 
came to El Dorado several years ago 
from Fouke. Ark,, and recently re- 
turned to El Dorado from the East 
Texas oil field, where he was said1 to 
have made considerable money in the 
hotel

The military group assumed com- 


plete : control after the fighting had 
ceased and prepared to secure the rat- 
ification of congress until elections 
can be held1. 


Elections are anticipated within the 


next 48 hours.

the palace at San Salvador, surround- 
ed by loyal troops and

Llanos during fierce fighting. 
The 


rebels Were said to have been aided 
by the First Infantry regiment. 


A Salvadorean airplane arrived here 


and its occupants, Pilot Julio Sosa and 
two other aviators, were1 arrested as 
fugitive rebels. 


Troops in the interior of Salvador 


were reported to have remained loyal 
to President Araujo. 


Clashes- in Streets 


Heavy fighting took place in . the 


streets of San Salvador, and firearms 
were brouajtf: into .play, in. seyej^,j 
stnaces.' The 'situation was said to. be 
"very grave," although a state of>siege' 
has been in effect since July. . , 


President Araujo was said to have 


ordered that no airplanes should land 
at or depart from the city until the 
movement had been brought under 
control. 


The republic of Salvador, 140. miles 


long and 60 miles wide, has had a 
troubled history since it gained its in- 
dependence from Spain in 1821. • Late 
in 1927 the government put down an 
uprising and1 executed two army of- 
ficers. In 1929 a plot to assassinate 
President Bosque was thwarted and 
the leaders 
arrested. Disturbances, 


said to have been inspired by Com- 
munists, occurred in 1930. 


Scnor Araujo was elected early this 


year to succeed Dr. Bosque. The bal- 
loting was without disorder as the re- 
sult of strenuous precautions taken 
by authorities. Martial law 
subse- 


quently was declared because of at> 
tacks against the government in oppo- 
sition newspapers.

Five-Day Week of Seven 


Hours Daily on Job 


Urged to Council 


WASHINGTON — (/P) —A vigorous 


demand for work, "not charity and 
relief" was laid before the senate 
manufactures subcommittee Thursday 
by William Green .president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Green pleaded for a five-day week 


with seven hours daily on the job, 
to distribute work among the unem- 
ployed. 


If industries insist upon working 


employees 50 hours weekly, he said 
there will be a permanent unem- 
ployment problem. 


"If every employable person who 


wanted a job had one, the total work 
for each would be 35 hours weekly," 
he said, adding "there's work enough 
for all on the basis of a five-day week 
seven hours a day." 


Green saaid he opposed unemploy- 


ment insurance as a program for 
handlnig a permanent problem. 
He 


said it was up to industry, however, 
to take care of employees displaced by 
mechanization or for other reasons.

Watched By Farm Leaders

WASHlNOTON-(/p)-PredietIon by 
Senator Black of Alabama that a dem- 
ocratic congress will pass a Muscle 
Shoals bill similar to the one vetoed 
by.President Hoover last spring has 
renewed farm Interest In the govern* 
ment's $150,000,000 war-time 
nitrate 


and power plants. 


A few months ago the American 


farm Bureau Federation suggested 
the property be taken over and op- 
erated by a farmer-owned and con- 
trolled corporation provided congress 
appropriated funds to modernize it and 
bufld additional dams in the Tennes- 
see river and its tributaries. 


Soon afterward it was learned that 


the administration was opposed to the 
investment of more1 public funds. 


Overtures to chemical manufactur- 


ing concerns originally interested in 
Muscle Shoals brought the reply that 
they would not advance the proposed 
corporation the capital necessary to 
finance the work. 


Building of Dam Urged 


The farm bureau's committee on 


Muscle Shoals is to make its report 
prior to the national convention on 
December 7 to 9 but it is not expected 
to recommend its acquisition by a 
farm corporation unless the govern- 
ment agrees t modernize and complete 


the system of plans and dams. 


Edward A. O'Nell, president of the 


Farm Bureau federation, has said his 
organization will oppose any plan for 
operating Muscle Shoals which does 
not include the building of Cove 
creed da mln the Clinch river in Ten- 
nessee. 


The Chief purpose of the dam Is to 


create a 54,000-acre reservoir to insure 
a constant high flow of water in the 
Tennessee and thus increase the pri- 
mary horsepower at Wilson dam from 
100,000 to between 400,000 and 500,000 
horsepower. 


BUI Vetoed By Hoover 


' The Norrls bill for government op- 
eration of Muscle Shoals and which 
the president vetoed, provided for con- 
struction of the dam. 


It proposed to give the president 12 


months in which to lease the nitrate 
plants to a suitable interest before 
launching government operation. 
It 


is in that point that the farm bureau 
would be interested should a bill sim- 
ilar to the Norris measure be enacted. 


A farm corporation might bid for 


the use of the equipment with the 
idea of manufacturing low-cost ferti- 
lizer should Senator Black's predic- 
tion prove true and congress be suf- 
ficiently powerful to pass the bill over 
the veto some feel reasonably sure the 
president would invoke.
